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FOREWORD 


Some  years  ago  I  became  interested  in  looking  up  my  ancestry, 
following  back  every  line  possible,  consulting  the  N.  Y.  Genealogical 
Library,  one  of  the  most  complete  in  the  country.  This  year  I  have 
also  consulted  the  N.  Y.  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Library. 
During  the  summers  I  spent  in  New  Bedford  J  went  to  the  meetings 
of  the  Hathaway  Association,  which  still  meets  annually  in  the  vicin¬ 
ity.  The  historian,  Mrs.  Herbert  has  collected  over  the  years  a  mass 
of  material  for  a  Hathaway  Genealogy.  Since  this  has  not  yet  been 
published,  1  thought  it  might  be  useful  to  have  in  compact  form  the 
data  of  our  branch  of  the  Hathaway  family. 

I  wish  to  thank  each  one  who  has  contributed  information,  and 
especially  Cousins  Evelyn  Campbell,  Clara  Jacobsen,  Alice  Wood¬ 
ward  and  Elizabeth  Gamble  Smith  for  the  excellent  work  they  have 
done.

The  Hathaways  of  Taunton,  Mass. 


NICHOLAS1  HATHAWAY  is  the  earliest  known  of  this  line. 
He  had  been  granted  a  lot  of  36  acres  at  Monaticott  (now  Braintree) 
in  1639,  but  about  1640  came  to  Taunton.  He  was  a  land  owner  and 
freeman  there  in  1657.  He  probably  died  about  this  time,  as  his  son 
John  is  considered  the  founder  of  the  family. 


JOHN2  HATHAWAY  (1629-1705)  came  to  America  from  Eng¬ 
land,  with  his  father  Nicholas  when  about  ten  years  old.  It  is  claimed 
that  he  was  descended  from  the  Hathaways  of  Gloucestershire,  Eng. 
proved  by  the  coat  of  arms  in  the  possession  of  descendants  of  his  son 
Abraham.  It  bears  an  inscription  which  states: 

“This  Coat  of  Arms  is  of  very  ancient  erection  in  the  church  of  Ruardine 
within  the  Forest  of  Dean  in  Gloucestershire  and  pertained  to  the  family 
of  Hathaways  in  the  same  place.’' 

Coat-of-Arms  (See  cover  illustration) 

Arms  —  “Sable,  a  bugle  horn,  garnished  argent.” 

Crest  —  “A  demi-lion  rampant  gules,  holding  in  the  dexter  paw  a  fleur- 
de-lis.” 


T  ranslation 

A  silver  buglehorn  on  a  black  shield. 

A  red  demi-lion  rampant,  holding  a  fleur-de-lis  in  its  right  paw. 

In  1658  he  purchased  for  the  sum  of  152  pounds,  400  acres  of 
“meadow  and  upland”  in  that  part  of  Taunton  which  is  now  Berkley. 
His  dwelling  house  was  situated  where,  as  the  deed  specifies,  the  land 
“abuts  on  the  Great  River”  (Taunton  river).  The  site  of  his  home  is 
designated  by  an  iron  tablet,  which  was  erected  there  in  1889  by  the 
Old  Colony  Historical  Society.

In  1670  he  was  made  freeman.  According  to  the  Colonial  laws 
“None  could  be  admitted  as  freeman  but  such  as  were  21  years  of  age, 
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and  had  the  testimony  of  their  neighbors  that  they  were  of  sober  and 
peaceable  conversation,  orthodox  in  t lie  fundamentals  of  religion, 
and  such  as  had  20  pounds  ratable  estate  at  least  in  the  government.” 

In  1071,  in  consideration  of  52  pounds,  he  purchased  the  18th  lot 
of  the  Freetown  lands  and  thereupon  installed  his  eldest  son  John,  ]r. 

In  1070  he  was  elected  constable,  an  office  in  colonial  times  of 
responsiblity  and  power. 

In  1080  he  was  elected  deputy  to  Plymouth  General  Court  and 
served  for  five  successive  years.

In  1681  he  was  chosen  of  the  “selectmen  to  order  town  affairs’’ 
and  served  four  years. 

He  served  as  ensign  in  King  William’s  War  in  1690.

In  1695  with  others  he  set  up  a  forge  on  Stony  Brook  called 
“Chartley  Iron  Works,”  afterwards  known  as  “Leonard  Iron  Works 
of  Norton.” 

In  1696  and  1697  he  was  a  representative  to  the  Massachusetts 
General  Court  at  Boston. 

He  married  (1)  in  1649  Martha  Shepherd,  the  mother  of  his 
children  and  the  daughter  of  John  Shepherd,  who  can  be  traced  back 
for  a  number  of  generations  in  England.  She  died  after  1683.

He  married  (2),  in  1692,  Ruth,  the  widow  of  Christopher  Dyer. 
She  died  in  Sept.  1705. 

He  had  six  children,  John  Jr Abraham,  Isaac,  Ephraim,  Abigail 
and  Rebeckah. 

JOHN3  HATHAWAY  JR.  (1650-1730)  settled  in  Freetown  and 
married  Hannah  Burt,  tire  daughter  of  James  Burt  who  sailed  from 
London  in  1635  in  the  Falcon  for  the  Barbadoes,  but  in  a  few  years 
came  to  Taunton.  John  Hathaway  was  selectman  of  Freetown  for 
twelve  years  and  served  in  King  Philip’s  War. 

He  was  one  of  the  original  partners  in  “Iron  Works”  on  Assonet 
river  and  owned  a  saw  and  grist  mill. 

His  children  were  John,  Jacob ,  Ephraim,  Isaac,  Sarah,  Hannah, 
Martha,  Abigail,  Experience,  Thomas. 

JACOB4  HATHAWAY  (1675-will  dated  1754)  of  Taunton  and 
Assonet. 

He  married,  Jan.  28,  1697,  Philippe  Chase,  the  daughter  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  Chase  and  Philippa  Sherman.  Benjamin  Chase  was  the  son  of 
William  Chase  who  came  over  with  Governor  Winthrop’s  colony  in 
1630.  Philippa  Sherman  was  the  daughter  of  the  Hon.  Philip  Sher- 
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man  and  Sarah  Odding.  Philip  Sherman  came  from  Dedham,  Eng. 
in  1633,  and  his  family  can  be  traced  back  to  Henry  Shearman  who 
was  born  the  10th  year  of  Henry  VIII.  He  was  one  of  a  number  who 
bought  the  island  of  Rhode  Island  from  the  Indians,  and  when  Cod-

dington  was  made  governor,  he  became  Secretary  of  R.  I.  Colony. 

Jacob  Hathaway  was  an  ensign  in  the  local  militia,  a  position  he 
must  have  resigned  on  becoming  a  Quaker.  In  1718  he  was  impris¬ 
oned  for  his  faith  and  is  said  to  have  named  his  11th  child  Jael  for

this  reason. 

1  lis  children  were  Joseph,  Hannah,  Jacob,  Isaac,  Guilford,  Betty, 
Melatiah,  John,  Philip,  Benjamin,  Jael. 

MELATIAH  HATHAWAY  (b.  1714  )  married  Anna  Hoskins 
of  Middleboro,  on  Feb.  9,  1732.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Henry 
Hoskins  and  Abigail  Godfrey.  Henry  Hoskins  was  the  son  of  Wm. 
Hoskins,  Jr.  and  Sarah  Caswell  and  grandson  of  William  Hoskins 
and  Ann  Hynes.  The  older  Wm.  Hoskins  came  from  England,  was  a 
freeman  in  Plymouth  in  1633.  He  served  as  the  first  town  clerk  of 
Middleboro,  receiving  a  load  of  fish  delivered  at  his  house  as  his  first 
year’s  pay. 

Our  direct  ancestry  through  Abigail  Godfrey  has  proved  most 
interesting.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Richard  Godfrey,  Jr.  and  Mary 
Richmond  and  granddaughter  of  Richard  Godfrey  and  Jane  Turner 
from  England  and  Taunton.  Richard  Godfrey,  Jr.  (1651-1725)  was 
a  soldier  in  King  Philip’s  War  in  1675.  Mary  Richmond  (1654-1732) 
was  the  daughter  of  John  Richmond,  Jr.  who  was  born  in  Ashton- 
Keynes,  Eng.  in  1627.  He  came  to  America  with  his  father  in  1635 
and  became  prominent  in  town  affairs  in  Taunton.  His  father,  John 
Richmond,  senior,  was  one  of  the  original  purchasers  of  Taunton 
1637.  He  was  born  about  1594  in  Ashton-Keynes,  'Wiltshire,  Eng. 
The  Richmond  Manor  House  there  comprised  around  100  acres  and 
the  entire  village  of  Ashton-Keynes  and  his  ancestry  is  known  for  16

generations  to  Roaldus  de  Richmond,  one  of  the  leaders  who  came 
with  William  the  Conqueror  to  England  1066. 

The  children  of  Melatiah  Hathaway  and  Anna  Hoskins  were 
Melatiah,  Jr.,  Mercy,  Job,  James,  Sylvanus,  Seth  and  Anna. 

MELATIAH'5  HATHAWAY,  JR.  (1732-1808)  and  his  wife  Ju¬ 
dith  Pierce  (1736-1824)  were  the  first  owners  of  the  homestead  here 
pictured.  They  purchased  the  160-acre  tract  of  land  from  David  Shep¬ 
herd  about  1769.  It  was  in  Dartmouth,  Mass,  which  originally  in- 
eluded  New  Bedford,  Fairliaven,  Acushnet  and  Westport  and  had 
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been  bought  from  the  Wampanoag  Indians  through  their  friendly 
chief  Massasoit  and  his  son  Wamsutta  in  1652. 

According  to  the  old  deed  of  sale,  the  price  paid  the  Indians  for 
the  whole  township  was  ‘  thirty  yards  of  cloth,  eight  moose  skins, 
fifteen  axes,  fifteen  hoes,  fifteen  pair  of  breeches,  eight  blankets,  two 
kettles,  one  cloak,  two  pounds  in  wampum,  eight  pair  stockings,  eight 
pair  of  shoes,  one  iron  pot  and  ten  shillings  in  other  commoditie.” 


Home  of  Melatiali*  Hathaway,  Jr.  and  wife  Judith  Pierce  and  their 
descendants  through  five  generations  from  1769  to  1916. 


This  homestead  is  on  Hathaway  Road,  about  three  miles  from 
the  center  of  New  Bedford  near  the  Dartmouth  line. 

The  approach  to  the  house  used  to  be  a  lane,  entered  from  the 
street  through  a  large  gate  with  fruit  orchards  on  either  side.  The 
lawn  and  semicircular  drive,  as  seen  in  the  picture,  were  laid  out 
much  later.  The  house  is  still  occupied  (1951)  though  not  by  any  of 
the  family.  The  fine  evergreens  and  shrubbery  are  gone  and  also  the 
large  barn  that  was  built  by  Seth  Hathaway  in  1849. 

The  house  is  an  Early  Colonial  type,  common  in  New  England. 
Originally  all  the  windows  had  small  panes  and  the  doors,  latches  and 
old  style  hinges.  The  rooms  downstairs  all  had  fireplaces  and  also  the 
large  bedroom  upstairs.  In  my  father’s  time  a  fireplace  was  still  used 
for  cooking,  as  his  chore,  when  a  boy,  was  to  keep  that  fireplace  filled 
with  wood. 

The  room  on  the  left  of  the  entrance  hall  was  the  parlor,  used 
only  for  special  occasions.  The  “long”  closet  beside  the  fireplace  held 
the  best  dishes,  the  “short”  closet,  the  best  bonnets.  The  sitting  room 
on  the  right  of  the  hall  also  had  its  chimney  cupboards,  the  “short” 
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clipboard  on  the  right  side  of  the  fireplace  usually  holding  the  family 
mending  materials.  There  was  a  small  bed  room  opening  out  ol  the 
sitting  room,  occupied  usually  by  older  members  of  the  family. 

The  dining  room  was  a  large  room,  back  of  the  front  rooms 
with  a  huge  pantry  extending  out  from  each  end.  \  hese  had  shelves 
around  three  sides,  some  ol  them  always  filled  with  rows  of  pies. 
There  was  also  a  low  shelf  near  the  floor  that  held  the  earthen  crocks 
of  mince  meat,  pickles,  etc. 

Back  of  the  dining  room  was  a  large  kitchen  which  originally 
had  a  brick  oven.  In  a  corner  of  the  kitchen  was  a  covered  well,  the 
water  drawn  up  by  a  bucket  and  windlass,  still  used  in  1916. 

The  farm  sloped  down  through  fields,  that  were  always  fenced 
with  stone  walls,  to  the  pasture  and  further  yet,  to  the  big  swamp 
which  stretched  as  far  as  you  could  see  and  could  be  entered  only  by 
a  corduroy  road. 

The  pasture  was  a  wonderful  playground  with  its  pine  grove  and 
its  two  springs,  one  of  which  had  such  an  ample  flow  of  water  that  at 
one  time  the  water  was  bottled  and  sold  and  once  it  was  used  to  run 
a  mill.  There  were  flowers  to  be  gathered  at  every  season,  skating  in 
winter  and  clambakes  as  well  as  picnics  held  in  the  summer  time- 

The  only  part  of  the  farm  left  in  the  possession  of  the  Hathaway 
family  is  this  small  walled-in  burying  ground  bordering  the  pasture. 
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T h is  picture  was  taken  in  1891  bp  Dr.  Herbert  Cardwell  when  he  came 
to  marry  Helen  Winslow.  The  homestead  does  not  show  in  the  picture, 
the  place  directly  above  being  the  part  of  the  farm  occupied  by  Charles 
Hathaway  1S80  to  1891 .  The  enclosure  was  kept  in  repair  as  long  as  the 
family  lived  there,  but  now  is  sadly  overgrown.

Melatiah  Jr.6  was  a  Lieut,  in  the  Dartmouth  militia,  but  at  the 
time  of  the  Revolution  was  a  conservative  and  a  Tory.  In  1788  he 
was  sent  as  a  delegate  to  the  Convention  at  Boston  and  voted  against 
ratifying  the  Constitution.  Almost  half  of  the  Mass,  delegation  were 
of  the  same  opinion. 

He  married  in  1753  his  first  cousin  Judith  Pierce  of  Middleboro, 
daughter  of  Ebenezer  Pierce  and  Mary  Hoskins.  Her  ancestry  goes 
back  to  Abraham  Pierce  w  ho  served  under  Capt.  Miles  Standish  in 
Plymouth  in  1633.  He  was  an  original  purchaser  of  the  town  of 
Bridgewater  in  1645.  Elis  father  was  John  Pierce,  a  member  of  Par¬ 
liament,  who  outfitted  the  “Fortune,”  the  next  ship  to  come  to 
America  after  the  “Mayflower.”  This  brought,  in  Nov.  1621,  the 
new7  Patent  to  the  Mayflower  settlers,  made  out  in  the  name  of  John 
Pierce  and  Associates.

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You  an* i  1 1  notice  how  the  sons  in  the  family  went  to  sea.  New 
Bedford  had  become  a  flourishing  seaport,  mostly  engaged  in  whale 
fishing  and  by  1830  was  the  largest  whaling  port  in  the  world.  When 
Melatiah  Jr.  made  his  will  in  1801  only  one  of  his  four  sons  was 
living— Henry— who  inherited  the  homestead. 

HENRY7  HATHAWAY  (b.  Jan.  5,  1766,  d.  Oct.  11,  1808).  He 
married  Nov.  17,  1796  Mary  Evans  (1772-1851).  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Capt.  Bailey  Evans  and  Mary  Baikie  of  Freetown,  Mass.  Mary 
Baikie  was  the  daughter  of  Andrew  Baikie  of  the  island  of  Hoy,  one 
of  the  Orkneys  north  of  Scotland.  The  story  goes  that  Capt.  Bailey 
Evans  was  shipwrecked  off  this  island,  taken  in  by  the  Baikies,  and 
returned  the  next  year  to  marry  the  daughter,  also  that  her  wedding 
dress  was  pink  brocade,  brought  from  Edinburgh  and  her  sister  wore 
yellow  brocade. 

Capt.  Bailey  Evans  was  the  son  of  Bailey  Evans  and  Mary  Reed 
and  the  grandson  of  David  Evans  and  Sarah  Bailey  of  Freetown.  He

was  lost  at  sea  on  a  voyage  to  the  West  Indies.

(Mary  Evans  had  two  sisters:  Henrietta,  who  m.  Nicholas  Winslow 
of  Dartmouth  and  Isabel,  who  m.  George  Read  of  Freetown.  George  Read 
and  Isabel  Evans  had  a  son  Erastus  who  m.  Betsey  Winslow  Hathaway. 
Erastus  Reid  therefore,  was  first  cousin  of  Seth  and  Melatiah  Hathaway. 
With  his  family  he  often  visited  at  the  Hathaway  homestead.  His  two 
daughters  were  Isabel  M.  Reid  and  Mary  Baikie  Reid  who  m.  Charles 
Pierce.)

Henry7  Hathaway  died  of  typhoid  at  the  age  of  42.  Elis  widow 
showed  her  Scotch  ancestry  by  her  thrift  and  industry  in  managing 
the  farm  and  raising  her  young  sons  who  had  to  take  responsibility 
early.  My  father  remembered  site  teas  bedridden  her  last  years  and 
that  she  even  knit  on  her  death  bed.  She  was  known  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  as  Aunt  Polly.

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Caleb  Hathaway  went  to  California  at  the  time  of  the  Gold  Rush,  made 
quite  a  sum  of  money,  but  on  the  way  home  was  drugged  and  robbed 
and  d.  shortly  after. 

ni.  (2)  Sayles  Aldrich,  a  widower  who  owned  a  200-acre  farm  in  Evans,  N.  Y. 
Aftei  his  death  she  lived  with  her  daughter  in  Taunton,  Mass. 

SETH5  HATHAWAY  (b.  Dec.  28,  1800,  d.- Apr.  4,  1859)  in¬ 
herited  one  half  of  the  homestead.  He  learned  the  carpenter’s  trade. 
When  he  married  he  built  a  house  across  the  fields,  east  ol  the  old 
home.  He  m.  Dec.  20,  1825,  Anna  Manchester,  dan.  of  Abraham  and 
Anna  (Cook)  Manchester  of  Tiverton,  R.  I.  Her  ancestors  are  traced 
back  five  generations  to  Thomas  Manchester  of  New  Haven,  1639 
and  Portsmouth,  R.  I.  1655.  She  was  b.  Je.  7,  1803,  d.  New  Bedford, 
Jan.  5,  1880. 

Seths  Hathaway  was  a  ’49er,  going  around  Cape  Horn  in  a  sail¬ 
ing  vessel  that  took  six  months.  His  familv  sold  the  farm  and  went  to

the  city  to  live.  On  his  return  from  California,  he  practiced  carpentry 
but  d.  in  1859  from  the  effects  of  a  fall  while  at  work. 

He  and  his  brother  Melatiah  were  hard  workers  and  of  a  cpiiet 
disposition,  though  according  to  my  father,  Chas.  H.  Hathaway,  Seth 
was  more  talkative  than  his  brother. 

Seth  and  Anna  Hathaway  had  twelve  children,  four  of  whom 
died  in  childhood,  namely:
